SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


The  history  of  the  School  begins  in  1837. 
Since  that  time  the  character  of  the  neighbor- 
hood lias  changed,  and  necessarily  that  of  the 
school.  Then  it  was  the  custom  for  members 
of  the  Parish  to  send  their  children,  and  teachers 
were  with  few  exceptions  members  of  the  church. 
Now,  in  consequence  of  the  up-town  movement, 
our  scholars  are  drawn  almost  entirely  from  the 
surrounding  neighborhood;  and  although  to  their 
lienor,  in  spite  of  distance,  some  of  our  members 
-till  remain  with  us  as  teachers,  we  would  have 
been  much  crippled  in  our  work  if  friends  out- 
side of  church  membership  had  not  come  to  our 
aid,  for  it  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  of  our 
school  officers  that  the  school  is  in  a  most  pros- 
perous condition,  and  the  only  limit  there  can  be 
to  our  work  will  be  want  of  room. 

As  year  after  year  passes  away  the  conviction 
must  become  stronger  that  the  Sunday  School  is 
becoming  the  only  available  means  of  imparting 
religious  instruction  to  those  who  one  day  will 
till  our  places ;  for  it  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  few 
children  now  attend  church  seiwices. 

In  view  of  this  it  has  been  our  aim  to  make 
the  school  as  far  as  possible  follow  the  services 
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of  the  church.  Our  session  commences  at  9:30 
a.  m.  with  the  reading  of  Scripture  sentences,, 
followed  by  the  Confession  and  Lord's  Prayer,  a 
hymn  from  the  Church  Hymnal,  the  Psalter  for 
the  day,  the  Creed,  prayer  for  help  and  guidance, 
and  hymn.  Then  the  Collect  for  the  day  is  re- 
peated by  the  whole  school,  followed  by  a  few 
words  of  practical  application  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  at  10  the  class  lessons  begin.  From 
thirty  to  thirty-five  minutes  are  allowed  for  these. 
The  Superintendent  then  reviews  the  lesson,  and 
at  10:45  we  close  with  hymn,  prayer,  and  bene- 
diction. 

Every  Friday  evening,  for  six  months  of  the 
year,  we  have  a  singing  school  under  the  manage- 
ment of  our  organist,  when  we  practice  our 
hymns  and  carols. 

The  school  consists  of  the  Infant  Class,  under 
the  management  of  Miss  Sager  and  Miss  Swain- 
son,  in  the  chapel,  and  I  think  that  hve  minutes 
could  not  be  better  spent  by  any  lover  of  little 
children  than  by  visiting  this  class  some  Sunday 
morning  at  10  o'clock ;  the  Young  Women's  Bible 
Class,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  M.  Beach,  meets 
in  the  vestry  ;  the  Young  Men's  Bible  Class  in 
the  library,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Broadbent. 

The  school  proper  is  divided  into  thirty-seven 
classes.    In  these  we  use  the.''  Lesson  Leaflets," 
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and  each  teacher  is  provided  with  "The  Teach- 
ers' Assistant."  We  wish  as  far  as  possible  that 
every  child  in  the  school  shall  own  a  Prayer 
Book,  and,  if  their  parents  do  not  provide  them 
with  one,  we  try  to  do  so.  We  try  to  make  the 
schoolroom  a  pleasant  place  for  the  children  by 
showing  them  that  we  take  an  interest  in  them, 
and,  with  religious  instruction,  giving  also  some 
lessons  in  good  manners. 

We  have  had  this  year  our  usual  Easter  and 
Christmas  festivals,  with  our  carols  and  presents 
for  the  children,  and  also  our  summer  excursion. 
For  these,  our  Leaflets,  Prayer  Books,  and  other 
things,  as  also  the  organist's  salary,  we  have  to  de- 
pend entirely  upon  the  church,  as  our  school  col- 
lection is  always  given  for  some  charitable  pur- 
pose— the  past  year  for  our  own  Mission  work. 
May  I  then  ask  for  a  continuance  of  the  aid  given 
in  past  years,  and  even  to  a  greater  extent,  for  it 
can  be  well  used,  and  will,  I  believe,  "  bring  forth 
fruit  a  hundredfold." 

In  closing  this  report  I  thank  the  officers  and 
teachers  for  the  cheerful  aid  they  have  given, 
which  has  made  our  school  work  a  pleasant  one.

LIBRARY  REPORT,  JANUARY,  1881. 


The  Library  consists  of  653  volumes,  well  se- 
lected with  a  view  to  the  moral  and  intellectual 
education  of  its  readers.  We  have  for  our  older 
readers  histories,  biographies,  books  of  travel  and 
exploration,  with  numerous  very  valuable  works 
of  a  general  character.  For  our  younger  readers 
we  have  entertaining  and  instructive  books,  such 
as  will  enable  them  to  more  thoroughly  remem- 
ber  them.  We  have  also  some  valuable  books, 
specially  for  the  use  of  our  teachers,  to  help  them 
to  understand  questions  that  occasionally  arise  in 
explaining  and  discussing  lessons  with  their 
scholars. 

Our  books,  having  been  in  use  for  several  years 
past,  are  in  some  cases  considerably  the  worse  for 
wear.  If  any  of  our  friends  have  books  they 
could  spare  us,  to  take  the  place  of  the  damaged 
ones,  we  would  very  thankfully  receive  them. 
We  purpose  ere  long  getting  up  a  new  catalogue 
of  the  library,  and  would  be  pleased  to  receive 
any  contributions  of  books  our  friends  may  be 
kind  enough  to  make  at  as  early  a  date  as  possi- 
ble, so  that  we  may  include  the  books  contributed 
in  our  new  catalogue.    During  the  past  year  a 
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considerable  number  have  been  contributed,  for 
which  we  feel  very  thankful  to  the  donors. 

Scholars  are  allowed  two  weeks  in  which  to 
finish  reading  their  books,  though  they  generally 
do  so  in  one  week.  Our  library  system  is  most 
complete  and  very  successful,  thanks  to  the  gen- 
tleman who  was  our  Librarian  for  so  many  years.

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REPORT  OF   THE  LADIES'  BENEVO- 
LENT SOCIETY. 


For  nineteen  years  the  Ladies'  Benevolent  So- 
ciety of  St.  Mark's  Church  has  been  doing  its 
quiet  work,  a  work  most  Christian  in  its  nature 
and  character — namely,  helping  others  to  help 
themselves. 

The  object  and  needs  of  this  Society  have  so 
often  been  laid  before  the  members  of  the  Parish 
that  they  need  scarcely  be  repeated,  except  to  say 
that  the  generosity  and  liberality  which  have  sus- 
tained and  strengthened  it  in  the  past  must  con- 
tinue in  the  future  to  enable  the  Society  to  do  its 
work — that  of  "providing  work  for  the  poor  women 
of  the  Mission,"  and  of  "  furnishing  clothing  to 
the  destitute  children  of  the  Mission  School." 

During  the  winter  of  1879-80  sixty  permits 
were  given  out.  One  thousand  and  ten  articles 
were  cut  and  made.  Many  of  these  garments 
were  bought  by  the  women  for  their  own  use  or 
their  children's.  Thus  the  Society  does  its  double 
charity,  giving  employment  to  the  needy,  and 
enabling  the  poor  to  purchase  warm,  substantial 
clothing  for  themselves,  at  the  lowest  possible 
price. 
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One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  garments  were 
given  to  the  children  of  the  school  by  the  So- 
ciety, owing  to  the  generous  donation  of  Mr. 
Rutherfurd  Stuyvesant,  made  for  that  purpose. 

We  have  also  been  greatly  helped  in  our  work, 
as  in  former  years,  by  the  liberal  purchases 
made  by  large-hearted  and  earnest  members  of 
the  Society. 

The  managers  would  earnestly  solicit  donations 
of  money  or  material  with  which  to  begin,  con- 
tinue, and  end  their  brief  season  of  labor  from 
Advent  to  Easter.

REPORT. 


The  Missionary  Society  of  St.  Mark's  Church 
places  a  sixth  annual  report  before  the  Parish, 
and  respectfully  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  record  of  work  done  is  carried  from  Novem- 
ber, 1879,  to  January,  1881,  instead  of,  as  hereto- 
fore, from  November  to  November,  it  being 
thought  best  that  the  date  of  their  report  should 
coincide  with  that  of  the  annual  meeting.  To 
this  arrangement  the  comparatively  large  setting 
forth  of  subscriptions,  of  donations,  and  of  boxes 
sent  out  to  missionaries,  is  owing. 

The  members  of  the  Society  aim  to  render  the

the  drunkard.

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CONSTITUTION. 


1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary Missionary  Society  of  St.  Mark's  Parish. 

2.  Its  objects  shall  be  to  awaken  a  deeper  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  missions,  and  to  aid  the 
missionaries  by  sympathy  and  practical  help. 

3.  Any  member  of  St.  Mark's  Parish  may  be- 
come a  member  of  this  Society  by  giving  her 
name  to  the  Secretary  at  any  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety. 

•i.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Yice-Presi- 
dent,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  chosen  annually 
by  ballot  at  the  first  meeting  in  January  by  the 
members  of  the  Society. 

5.  The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  So- 
ciety ;  or  in  the  absence  of  both  of  these  officers 
any  one  of  the  members  present  may  be  called  to 
the  Chair  pro  tern,. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Society,  and  conduct  its  corre- 
spondence. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  money 
and  material  contributed,  and  disburse  the  same, 
reporting  monthly  to  the  Society. 
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S.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish  and  two  members 
of  the  Society  appointed  by  him  shall,  with  the 
President  and  Vice-President,  determine  the  work 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Society. 

9.  A  committee  of  three,  appointed  by  the 
President,  shall  have  charge  of  each  branch  of 
the  work,  and  report  monthly  to  the  Society. 

10.  The  Society  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  each  month,  and  any  number  of  members 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

1.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  he  the 
Guild  of  the  Good  Samaritan  in  connection  with 
St.  Mark's  Parish. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Guild  shall  be  "to  com- 
fort and  relieve  "  as  wisely  and  as  fully  as  neces- 
sity may  require,  with  the  means  at  its  command, 
all  "  who  are  any  ways  afHicted  or  distressed  in 
mind,  body,  or  estate." 
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ARTICLE  IT. 

MEMBERS. 

1.  Gentlemen  who  contribute  not  less  than  two 
dollars  annually,  and  ladies  who  contribute  not 
less  than  one  dollar  annually  shall  be  members  of 
the  Guild. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Guild  shall  be  a  Presid- 
ing Master,  an  Assistant  Master,  a  Secretary,  and 
a  Treasurer. 

2.  The  Presiding  Master  shall  be  the  Hector 
of  St.  Mark's  Parish. 

3   The  Assistant  Master  shall  be  the  Minister 

■ 

in  charge  for  the  time  being  of  St.  Mark's  Mis- 
sion, and  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  he  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Guild. 

±.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected 
annually,  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Guild  on  the  last 
Monday  of  November.  Their  duties  shall  be 
those  usually  appertaining  to  such  offices. 

ARTICLE  nr. 

1.  The  meetings  of  the  Guild  shall  be  held  on 
the  last  Monday  evening  of  each  month  from 
November  to  March,  both  inclusive,  at  8  o'clock.

2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
last  Monday  of  April,  each  year,  for  the  reading 
of  reports  and  a  review  of  the  year's  work,  and 
for  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  it. 

3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  V. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  members  of 
the  Guild  who  have  signed  the  Constitution  to 
visit  and  report  upon  such  cases  needing  assist- 
ance as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Master 
or  his  Assistant. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

1.  All  appropriations  of  money  for  the  relief 
of  the  indigent,  or  for  payment  of  claims  against 
the  Guild,  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Guild. 

2.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  salary  or  for  any  service  rendered 
by  officers  or  members  of  the  Guild. 

3.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Guild  on  the 
last  Monday  in  April  the  Treasurer  shall  present 
his  annual  report,  with  details  of  all  receipts  and 
vouchers  for  all  payments,  and  the  same  shall  be 
audited  by  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Master  for  that  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Guild  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Devotional  Exercises. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

3.  Reports  of  Officers  and  Visitors. 

4.  Appropriations. 

5.  Unfinished  Business. 

6.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  reg- 
lar  meeting  of  the  Guild  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  provided  that  notice  of 
such  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting.

RE  POET  OF  MINISTER  IN  CHARGE  OF 
ST.  MARK'S  MISSION  CHAPEL. 


The  past  year  in  St.  Mark's  Mission  Chapel 
has  been  one  of  uninterrupted  and  successful 
Christian  work.  In  addition  to  the  work  pre- 
viously reported,  some  new  and  extremely  suc- 
cessful agencies  for  good  have  been  this  year  in- 
augurated. These  will  be  represented  in  their 
respective  reports  in  the  Annual,  though  brief 
mention  should  be  made  of  them  in  the  present 
report. 

The  Sunday  services  have  been  well  attended, 
and  many  families  who  belonged  to  no  church 
have  been  gathered  in. 

The  Sunday  School,  under  Mr.  W.  V.  King, 
has  been  overflowing,  taxing  sometimes  the  limits 
of  the  building  to  the  utmost  extent.  The  In- 
fant School  has  increased  so  largely  as  completely 
to  fill  up  the  chapel  proper.  In  the  main  school 
difficulty  is  often  found  to  seat  the  children ; 
while  the  Bible  class,  which  meets  in  the  study, 
has  been  equally  successful.  The  Eclectic  Liter- 
ary Society,  which  meets  in  the  chapel  Monday 
evenings,  has  been  a  source  of  material  improve-' 
ment  among  the  young  people. 

During  the  year  several  entertainments  have 
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been  given  under  its  auspices,  and  the  money 
thus  raised  has  been  devoted  toward  buying  some 
much  needed  church  furniture.  The  Mothers' 
Meeting  report  will  be  found  in  its  proper  place 
in  the  Annual.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  this 
meeting  has  been  well  attended,  and  has  more 
than  paid  its  expenses.  I  would  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  record  the  faithful  services  of  Mrs. 
Fleming  and  her  assistants.  Mr.  James  Hamil- 
ton has  greatly  assisted  by  his  presence  at  these 
meetings.  Several  tea-parties  have  been  given 
by  members  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  and  on  Thanks- 
giving Eve,  instead  of  the  usual  distribution  of 
turkeys,  a  festival  was  provided  for  the  mothers 
and  such  of  the  fathers  as  would  accept  the  in- 
vitation, which  seemed  to  give  complete  satisfac- 
tion. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  Loan  Relief  Asso- 
ciation, whose  report  in  this  Annual  tells  its  own 
story.  Organized  in  March,  18S0,  to  meet  spe- 
cial wants,  it  has  had  a  year  of  great  success,  and 
has  been  upheld  by  very  strong  encouragement. 

A  peculiar  feature  in  the  chapel  in  the  past 
year  has  been  the  Friday  Evening  Service  of 
Song.  The  introduction  of  a  good  deal  of  sing- 
ing and  brief  addresses  into  the  service  has 
proved  of  much  attraction,  and  multiplied  the 
congregation  on  this  occasion.    So  great  has  been 
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the  interest  that  no  break  took  place  even  in  the 
heat  of  summer,  and  many  who  attend  no  church 
drop  in  upon  this  service.  In  helping  to  con- 
duct this  service  of  song  I  have  had  much  assist- 
ance from  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bonham,  Mr.  James 
Hamilton,  Mr.  Gilbert,  and  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

In  addition  to  these  means  of  good,  St.  Mark's 
Mission  during  the  heat  of  summer  interested  it- 
self in  the  care  of  the  poor  and  sick  children  in 
its  vicinity.  Through  the  liberality  of  one  mem- 
ber of  St.  Mark's  Parish  the  Day  School  was 
given  an  excursion  to  Alderney  Park,  j^ew  Jer- 
sey, and  very  many  sick  children  and  adults  were 
sent  for  two  weeks  into  the  country,  thus  saving 
many  precious  lives.  This  most  Christian  work 
has  been  of  such  blessing  in  the  past  that  it  is  to 
be  hoped  means  will  be  given  me  to  renew  it 
next  summer. 

The  Guild  of  the  Good  Samaritan  has  during 
this  year  proved  itself  so  indeed,  feeding  the  hun- 
gry, clothing  the  destitute,  caring  for  the  sick, 
and  helping  many  to  keep  their  little  ones  from 
want.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  this 
most  Christian  institution  and  also  to  its  faithful 
physician,  Dr.  J.  Blake  ^Vhite,  who  has  never 
spared  himself  in  serving  the  sick  and  dying. 

Mention  ought  also  here  to  be  made  of  a  fact 
inn  er  before  noticed,  that  the  Mission  has  found. 
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through  Mr.  Gilbert,  employment  for  large  num- 
bers of  young  people  in  responsible  houses  of 
business,  many  of  whom  now  occupy  good  posi- 
tions in  this  city.  Mr.  Gilbert  has  also  a  large 
class  in  elocution,  who  meet  at  the  Mission 
Wednesday  evening. 

A  report  like  this,  however  full,  cannot  detail 
all  the  work  done  in  St.  Mark's  Mission.  Its 
minister  has  been  always  readv  to  serve  not  onlv 
those  belonging  to  the  Mission,  but  to  work 
among  the  dense  population  in  its  neighborhood 
who  have  no  pastor.  The  record  of  funerals 
and  baptisms  and  visitations  of  the  sick  will  show 
that  the  work  of  the  Parish  has  been  contributed 
wherever  there  has  been  need. 

Much  assistance  and  encouragement  has  been 
received  by  me  in  the  past  year,  which  is  ac- 
knowledged in  the  pages  of  this  Annual,  and  for 
which  I  return  my  sincere  thanks.

The  children  have  been 
kindly  provided  for  with  desks  for  the  school- 
room, through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Putherfurd 
Stuyvesant,  Mrs.  Hamilton  Fish,  Mr.  Penwick, 
Mrs.  Gen.  Mallett  and  the  Misses  Hadden.  Also 
a  blackboard  from  Mr.  Putherfurd  Stuyvesant. 
The  children  were  made  happy  at  Easter  by  a 
festival  of  ice  cream,  cake  and  oranges  from  Mr.

The  Loan  Relief  Association  of  St.  Mark's 
Parish,  was  organized  March  11th,  1880.  Officers 
were  elected  and  the  following  Constitution  adopted. 

I. 

This  Association  is  intended  to  help  people  to 
help  themselves  : 

1st. — By  lending  money  to  those  in  temporary 
need. 

2d. — By  lending  articles  necessary  for  the  com- 
fort and  recovery  of  the  sick. 

3d. — By  receiving  money,  in  small  sums,  from 
those  who  wish  to  lay  it  up  for  their  own  benefit. 
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II. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasu- 
rer, who,  with  five  managers,  shall  constitute  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  fortnightly 
at  the  Chapel,  or  at  some  other  place  appointed  by 
the  President. 

*  IV. 

All  loans  in  money  shall  be  made  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  borrower  must  give  a  receipt 
and  a  promise  to  pay  within  a  given  time.  No 
second  loan  will  be  made  to  any  person  until  the 
first  is  entirely  repaid. 

V. 

Articles  for  sickness  may  be  loaned  by  any  two 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  loan 
reported  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

VI. 

Money  on  account  may  be  received  by  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  any  time. 
The  member  receiving  money  shall  give  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 


The  Association  met  fortnightly  in  the  Mission 
Chapel  during  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June, 
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adjourning  July  1st,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Pres- 
ident. 

The  meetings  were  resumed  October  5th,  1880. 

A  circular  asking  for  gifts  of  money  and  material 
was  prepared  in  March,  and  copies  of  it  distributed 
among  the  congregation.  In  response  to  this,  money 
to  the  amount  of  $132  has  been  received  for  the 
general  fund  and  $50  for  a  Maternity  Basket. 

Articles  for  use  in  sickness  have  been  given  by 
members  of  the  Parish.  These  articles  are  kept  in 
the  Mission  Building,  in  a  wardrobe  given  to  the 
Association.  From  time  to  time  money  in  small 
sums  have  been  lent  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Articles  for  sickness  have  been  lent  to  many 
persons,  and  four  mothers  have  been  supplied  with 
bedding  and  clothing  for  themselves  and  their  in- 
fants.

A  member  of  the  Committee  is  at  the  Mission 
every  Saturday  morning  to  lend  any  article  in  the 
possession  of  the  Association,  but  loans  of  money 
are  only  made  at  the  regular  meeting. 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  are  due  to  John 
Blake  White,  M.D.,  for  numerous  visits  made  at  the 
request  of  its  officers  during  the  past  six  months. 
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To  the  sick  and  destitute  of  the  Parish  he  has  given 
unremitting  care  and  attention,  often  visiting  many- 
times  those  to  whom  he  has  been  called,  and  watch- 
ing over  their  recovery.

The  Mothers'  Meeting  is  for  the  purpose  of 
run  king  garments  which  are  sold  to  them  at  cost, 
none  being  given  away.  The  meetings  have  been 
largely  attended  during  the  winter,  and  product- 
ive of  much  religious  and  temporal  good  ;  782 
yards  of  material  were  used  in  cutting  272  gar- 
ments, for  which  the  women  paid  in  full  seventy- 
three  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents,  ($73.76). 
There  have  been  fifteen  sewing  meetings,  and  the 
number  of  names  upon  the  list  is  one  hundred 
and  nine  members,  most  of  whom  are  interested 
attendants  and  are  present  when  their  family  cares 
will  permit.  A  very  pleasant  feature  of  the 
meetings  has  been  the  numerous  tea-parties  given 
by  members  of  the  Parish  to  the  mothers,  who 
have  heartily  enjoyed  the  kindness,  as  well  as  the 
music  and  sons;  and  recitations  which  have  ac- 
companied  these  entertainments.
